Ons it their Mother-Tongue, but alwayes, or 
Lexeral.y, in Latine, which cauſeth ſome of them 
i, attend bat little to the ſenſe of what they write 
and ſpeak; provided the Latine. of what they 
they deliver, ( as if that were all in all) be but 
tolerable. 

_—_— it fareth in this caſe, as with ſome 
Mothers, who caye not how ragged and dirty tbe 
Clothes be which their Children wear under- 
neath, if they have but a handſome and cleanly 
Frock to put over them : Or, as it doth with ſome 
men, who ſtick not #0 ſay, and do, thoſe things, 
when clad with Vizors, which they would fear, 
and bluſh to do or ſay, if they did but appear 
with open Face. 
 Teamot do right to the Gentleman who hath 
lately written to that purpoſe, ( and how many 
more have made the ſame Complaint I know 
not, ) unleſs I gave you bis own words, which are 
» follow. In the 3oth. Page of bis Book ( 
Book ſufficiently known) we meet with the ;nſuing 
Expreſſions . 

Neither can it be cafily apprehended, how 
the uſe of Engliſh Exerciſes ſhould any wayes 
hinder the improvement in the Latine- 
Tongue, but rather be much to its advantage : 
And this may be eaſily believed,. conſidering 
what dainty fluff is uſually improved for a 

' Latine 
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Latine entertainment. For Pl ſuppoſe bue 
an Academick Youngſter to be put upon a 
Latine Oration 3 away he goes preſently to 
his Magazine of colle&ted Phraſes, he picks 
out all the glitterings he can find, he hales in, 
all Proverbs, Flowers, Poctical Snaps, Tales 
out of the Ditionary, or elſe —_ latin'd 
to his hand out of Licoſthenes. This done, 
he comes to the end of the Table, and havin 
made a ſubmiſhve Leg, and a little admir's 
the number of his Auditors (let the Subjet 
be what it will.) © He falls preſently into 8 
&« moſt lamentable complaint of his inſrfficiency 
«aud tenuity, that be, poor thing, bath no ac- 
&« quaintance with above a Muſe and a half, and 
« that be never drank, above Siz-q. of Heli- 
«con ang you have fut bim here upon ſuch a 
«Taſk, that would much better fit ſome old 
« Soker at Parnaſſus, than bis ſipping, wnexpe- 
v* rienced Bibberfhip. Alas, poor Child, be is 
« ſorry at the very Soul that ke bath no better 
« Speech, and wonders in bis heart, that you will 
&« loſe ſo much time as to bear him. For be bas 
&* neither Squibs nor Fire-works, Stars nor Glo- 
&« ries, the curs't Carrier loft bis beſt Book, of 
«© Phraſes, and the maliciow Mice or Rats ate 
& 2p all bis Pearls, and Golden Sentences. By 
«© and by, for ſimilitude from the Sxn or the 
#* Moon 3, or if they be not at leiſure, from the 
A 3 * Grey” 
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« Grey-ey d Morn, a ſhady Grove, or a purlin 
- 4 Thi done, be tells you, Thee Bar: 
« naby bright would be much too ſhort for him 
© zotell you all that he conld ſay, and ſo fearing 
<« he ſhould break the thred of your Patience, be

Now if this, or tothis effef, be the ſum total 
of what many Univerſity-Toungſters do wſe to 
ſay in their Latine Orations ( whatſoever the 
Subjed be) (as we need not to doubt but it is,

feſs bas been an Ear-witneſs of many ſuch 
Specches as thoſe, from young Academicks, aud, 
zt may be, yet is, from time t0 time, if ſuch 
(T ſay) be the Album Latinum of many young 
Academicks, what Album Grecum do you 
#bink # in the Orations of moſt School-Boys ? 
which having made into a kind of Lambitive, 
with the Honcy of a few Latine Phraſes 3 they 
doubt not but a liquoriſh Auditory will receive 


and ſwallow with ſufficient pleaſure | But were | 


#be boldeft Boy of them all, to ſay in Engliſh no 
b:tter things than what he ſaith in Latine, it 
wuld go nigh to put him to the bluſh, as ſome that 
b re given the World Rhyme inſtead of Realon 3 
if what they have printed were turnedinto Profe, 


it would certainly daſh them out of all Counte- 
NANnce. | : 
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Me-thinks non-ſenſe j Latine, to them that 
underfland” Latine, ſhould ſound as barſh as if 
it were in Engliſh 3 but, to beſare, good ſenſe 
in Engliſh is far better than non-ſenſe, or bad 


ſenſe, though it were in good Latine. 


If then moſt Youngſters (as too frequent exper;- 
ence ſheweth) will not mixd good Latine, and 
good ſenſe, both at once,'tis fit the main chance 
be provided for > which is, that there be rather 


| ſenſe without Latine in what they ſpeak,, than 


Latine without lenſc. 

There is one thing more to be ſaid for the uſing 
of Engliſh Orations in Schools, at ſuch times as 
they break up namely, that agreat, if not the 
greater part of the Company at ſuch Solem- 
nities is ſuch as underſtand no Latine; and 
are no more edified by Orations in that Language, 
than the common and unlearned people among ſt 
the Papilts are by a Latine-Maſs, who had they 
not Beades to tell over ( which thoſe Auditors 
bave not) they would not know how to paſs the 
time without great irkeſomeneſs. 

The fore-cited Author, Page 37. tells us, He 
that hath ſomething in his mind of Greek or 
Latine, 15s requeſted now a-dayes, to be civil, 
and tranſlate 1t into Engliſh tor the benetit of 
the Company, giving us thereby to underſtand 
that it is at this day accounted ablurd, aud a 
Solce cine 34 Manners, to ſpeak Litine 34 their 
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bearing, who underſtand it not (ſurely, for the 


ſame reaſon as it is ſo accounted for two to whil- 
per i the company of others.) | 
They that are commonly tir'd with a good 
Sermon of bat one hour loug, which they do com+ 
petently underſtand, and is more gracefully ſpo- 
hen than Boys can: How ſhould they bave' pati- 
ence to hear Boys patter over Latine Speeches tws 
or three hours together, of which they underſtand 
not one word ? To me it ſeems a very ſtrange 
thing, that Women fore-hnowing what their 
Entertainment will be, ſhowld ever come to a meer 
Latine treatment, without being ſolemnly invited, 
or on the other hand, that any Body ſhould have 
the confidence to invite them” (or any perſon as 
zgnorant of Latine as themſelves ) to aparcel of 
Speeches which are all in that Language. 

That Gentlewomen be ſometimes invited to 
zboſe Solemnities , is convenient, that Mothers 
may have ſome account of" the Abilites, and Im- 
provements of their Sons which they can take ſome 
meaſure of, by an Engliſh Speech 3 if it be good 
{cnlc, and ſo ſpoken by them, as doth demonſtrate 
t hey underſtand what they ſay, and know where 
to place the Ernphalts of every Sentence, and the 
Accent of everv Word, (to ſay nothing of Gentle- 
wom:ns being 'moſt at leiſure t» attend ſuch 
Solemnities, an4 that upon Worky-daycs they 
ar: commonly the great.r part of every Congrega- 
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tion, where it is proper for them t: be; as alſq 


that they uſe to be moſt affefied with ſuch things 


as thoſe, when they cen but undcritand them, 
witneſs the pleaſure which they ſometimes ex- 
preſs upon thoſe ooczions, when they underjt 1nd 
them not, as if they were refreſht by ſympathy 
with them that did. 

By this time, I bope, enough bath been ſaid to 
demonſtrate , that Children's Speeches upon 
Breaking up occaſions, ſhould be in Engillh zo 
chuſe. 

Some may doubt, but for my own part I do 
not in the leaſt, whether it be proper to pat young 
Lads upon the making and ipeaking of Specches 
either in one Langnage or in axother : There is 
a great and manifeſt uſe both of the one, and of 
the other. © 

There is a great uſe of Boys, thcir rehcarſing 
or pronouncing Speeches »ow and then, before 
a bandſome Aſſembly, (which I begin with, be- 
cauſe that they are firſt able to do,) ts inſtrutt 
them in the way of proper and becoming Elucus 
tion, and of Tint ſpeaking, which is graceful 
and uſeful, both to Old and Young, in ordinary 
Converſation : As alſo to give them a competent 
meaſure of laudable Conhdence, when they bare 
occaſion to appear before their Betturs, and to ad- 
dreſs to them, for want «f which, ſome that are 
ro Fools, ſtem to be ſuch, when their Superiors 

are 
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ere by, and appear ſo very ſheepiſh, 4s if, ae+ 
cording to our Proverb, they could not ſay Bo to 
a Goole ; which ſneaking, and ridiculous kind 
of baſhfulneſs, others naturally as modeft , and 
fearful as themſclves, have perfefily conquered, 
by the help of a better, and more publick Educa- 
tion, and it may be by no one thing more than by 
being taught and accuſtomed gracefully to pro- 
ounce Orations #! the ſight and hearing of their 
Snperiors. ' 

Szure Tam, that Boys which are very young, 
#ot exceeding Nine or Ten years of Age, may, in 
alittle time, be brought to pronounce a Speech 
very diſtin&ly, gracefully, and pathetically, 
(though few to compoſe Speeches at thoſe years 
that ſhall be worth the hearing) yet, T believe, it 
is not then t00 early to begin toſhew them the way 
and method of Invention , how they may be 
able to ſpeak, ſomething that is congruous, and 
proper, t2 any Subject that ſhall be propos d to 
them; and that the foreſaid noble faculty, is ca- 
pable of ſome conſiderable improvement even at 
that ſmall age. | 

If a Maſter ſhall indeed inlarge and inrich 
the Inventions of his young Schllars, and put 
a ſharpe edge upon their Fances , I think it 
zs one as noble and uſeful improvement as he cait 
give them, eſpecially if intended for any liberal 
Profeſſions , ſuch as Divinity or Law, for 
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Ho faculty more Heedful for men of thoſe 
Profeſſions , than a brisk, and coprous inven- 
tion. 

To raiſe and inlarge the Inventions of Boys, 
T know no one way better and eaſier, than by ſet- 
zing them certain Copies and Patterns of dila- 
ting - any kind of Subjed, pertinently, and 
plealantly, (or of Theames aud Subjets ſodt- 
latedon) whereby they will ſumer conceive the 
way of doing it, than by a multitude of Rules 
to that purpoſe; Nam facilins ducimur exem- 
plis quam preceptis, eſpecially when they ſhall 
hear their School-Fellows time after time, repeat» 
3ng their ſeveral Speeches, (in order to being per- 
fedt in them) they will take the aire of great va- 

rzety of Speeches, and have ſome impreſſion made 
#pon them by all, or moſt of them. 

Let no man condemn this way till he has try'd 
zt > and when he bath try'd it, Ipreſume no ju- 
dicious and candid perſon will ever condemn but 
approve and commend it. 

The main Uſe and Service which I have pro- 
por'd to my ſelf in Publiſhing the inſuixg 
Speeches, is, to whct the Inventions of Ch1il- 

ren, by ſting divers Examples before them, 
bow trivial SubjeRs have been inlarged upon, 
though poſſibly not ſo well as many Malters 
could have done it, yet ſometbing better than 
ſuch things are uſually performed by young 
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Schollars, without belp from others, which ouſt 
not in this caſe be pretended to; neither is it fit 
that Children ſhould at firſt be put to go, without 
leading 3 or young Swimmers ſuffered to' ven- 
ture into the Water, without Bladders. * 

All or moſt things #n their firſt beginnings are 
ſmall and imperfet: And this ( ſo far as T have 
znderſtood ) is the firſt Eſſay of this nature that 
ever came in print,or bas been made by any one; 
being ſuch, deth beg for ſuch allowance as ought 
and uſeth to be given to thoſe wha are and have 
been the fiſt Founders of any Project, from 
which no ſuch maturity was at firſt expefied (were 
it the Art of Printing, or whatſoever elſe) as was 
hop't for in proceſs of time, Facile eſt inventis 
addere.  *Tis eaſietoadd totboſe things which 
are once found out z and if ſome abler perſon ſhall 
pleaſe to take that eaſier Work in hand, ( taking 
in good part the poor foundatiom which T bave 
laid) T hope it may turn to very good account : 
And really, did I not think that that which I 
have here Publiſhed, might be of ſome real Ule, 
( as trivial as it may appear) I would be the firſt 
that ſhould burn it. | 

What though many of the Subj<&s be as 
petite, and liccle as can be thought of ? it follow- 
eth not that thiſe Speeches are uſeleſs , witneſs 
what you find in Oration X'X I. called Au 
Apology for unpromiling Subjects, _—_ ; 
wou 
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would requeſt the Reader to read in the firſt 
place, if he bave any prejudice upon that ac- 
count. | 

One benefit of ſuch Rittle and unuſual 
Theams, 3s, they keep the bands of Boys from 
picking and ſtealing, I mean, out of Anthors, 


ſuch a5 Reuſner and Lycoſthenes, which abun- 


dance of Plugiaries are wont to do, when they 
can find any thing there for their purpoſe. 

T bope there will be little or nothing found in 
thefe Speeches too merry, or too light, for Boys 
to ſpeak, upon ſuch occaſions neither do I thiak, 
there is any thing merrier ix theſe Papers, than 
74 a Book call'd The ſimple Cobler ot Agaua, 
written by .a grave Divine, for which I have 
ſeldom, if ever, heard him blam'd. Is 

Nay, who knows not that a great many grave 
and eminent Minifters do yearly attend the Pub- 
Iick Commenccments, when and where, Terre 
filius's, Przvaricators , and their Shadows 
do utter many things, as little ſerious as any that 
are here, and ſeem to be ſufficiently pleas'd there- 
with, ſo long as they abandon all Ob{cenity and 
Profaneneſs, of which, I hope, thon wilt find 
neither more nor leſs in theſe Speeches. 

Onely the 14th. Spcech may poſſibly impole 
pon thee at the firſt Reading, as if ſame of the 
real Sayings of the moſt exeellent Fathers were 
there quoted and drolled with , bt if that 

Helluo 
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Helluo patrum, the R. Primate of Armagh 
were alive, I am ſure he could not find one of thoſe 
ſayings in any of their Writings, unleſs St. Au- 


guſtine did ever fdmble wpon Pax cft bona res, 
which 1s more than I know. 

There is nothing expos'd to derifion in that 
Speech, but what ought to be expos'd, and what 
the worthieſt Divines, tow in uſe have laid afide'; 


ſo that it doth really commend what our ſobereſt 


Miniſters do at this day prattice, if that Rulle be 
true, Qui monet ut tacias,& c. He that wiſh- 
eth youto do as you do, commends you for 
ſo doing. 

To ballance the merrier 'Paſſagts, give me 
leave to tell you, there are a great many (erious 
hints given to Children, concerning moſt things, 
which tbey ought to dv, and to leave undone 5 
commending good Humors, diſcommending bad 
ones, praiſing good .Nature, good Manners, 
good Learning, Virtue, Honeſty, &c. Tout 
may hook upon the more chearly paſſages, as in- 
zended to {\weeten thoſe that are more ferious, to 
the Pallates of Children, and to be ſuch as 
might ſuit the occaſion of a Breaking, up, . 

It is beſides the intention of the Publiſher, 
if any thing contain'd in anyof theſe Speeches, 
ſhall offend any Body, either gentle or ſimple, 
( as the ſaying zs ) : Wiſe Folks dot A to 
taks offence at what Children fpeak, or is foken 
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by, and as from them : Nay, I hope, none will be 
taken, fince they bave paſt the Teſt of an acute 
Licenſer. 

Now who is the Maſter of that Private 
School where all theſe little Speeches were ſpoken 
( ſave onely three or four that fail d ? ) Or where 
the School , 3s net worth thy inquiring. 

He is one that bas been Aon. imploy'd in bis 
2ime, than in over-looking Childrens Exerciſes, 
(though he knows bis betters too, have been at tbe 
ſame Trade ) and ſometimes is. 

It i world pleaſe him a great deal better to be 
reading in the Polyglot Bible, or in the Abſtract 
of the Criticks , ( if- be had them ) or in a 
piece of good Divinity , either Polemical or 
Practical 3 or if it were but in Galen or Hip- 
pocrates ( if he had time for it); but every man 


: 


, I muſt comply with the law of his Condition , 


provide for thoſe that are bis, and thankfully 
accept his preſent circumſtances. 

He is on that never opens bis month to Proſe« 
lyte Children to this or that diſputable Opinion, 
or concerns himfelf of what Fudgmens , or 
Party, their Parents are, but truly indeavonrs 
they may be good Schollars, aud honeſt Lads 
and next unto thet, doth preſs upon them good 
Nature, good Humor , gdecryeth all Envy, 
Malice, Captiouſnel(s, Croſsneis,Quarrelſome- 
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neſs, as having as great an antipathy fo thoſe 
Vices as any man can have. | 

He profeſieth himſelf an impartial Lover of all 
good Men,and doth preſume every man tobe good, 
till be find bim otherwiſe. ,. -, © 

He bath as little Zeal about things that are 
manifeſty indifferent ( either Pro or Con ) as 
any man inthe World, and chuſeth to reſerve it 
for thoſe things which are truly worthy of it. 

 *Tis a great principle with bim, that the real 
differences of good, and intelligens people, are not 


fo wide as they ſeem, and that through prejudice 


and intereſt, they do many times conteſt about 
_ whilſt they do beartily think, the ſame 
8hing. 

He had much rather be imploy'd in xeconci- 
ling all ſorts of good Men one.to another, (which 
be would make a great part of bis Work, if bis 
opportunity were ſo large as becould wiſh )) than 
14 teaching Children ts decline Nounes, and 
forme Verbs, ( whether Latine' or Greek.) or 
10 make Latine, or Speeches, or ix reading the 
beſt Latine and Greck Authors to them, that are 
rcad in Schools, and giving the ſenſe thereof.
